The raw water is harder to 
handle and it is likelv to cause more 
trouble unless the river level is raised 
but no particular difficulty is being 
experienced at this time.

city water and 
axe. depending on 


neighborhood pumps for their supply 
It is evident that the, consumption ot 
water will be materially reduced as 
more persons become wary of the 
purity of the city's supply. 


While no direct reply has been re- 


ceived from Washington to the tele- 
grams sent by District Attorney Fred 
V Hememann to the war department 
ajid to United States Senators La 
Follette and :Lenroot. it is evident 
that those telegrams have been re- 
sponsible for the action that has been 
started m Milwaukee.

always be necessary, he said, no mat- 
ter how far aspirations toward world 
peace lead.

army was present m the small lecture 
room of the war college when the 
president spoke. Secretary

Weeks and General Pershing

spoke briefly. 


"No matter where the best aspira. 


tion of the world may lead us, there 
may never be a time without the 
necessity for armed forces" President 
Harding said 


Will Dintins-*! Arrasuncnt 


"I believe with all my heart that 


we are going to diminish the burdens 
of armament I believe with all my 
heart that wo will have lesser armies 
and navies but there may never ba » 
time when there won't be requisite 
defense agencies 


"It is perfectlv futile to thirk there 


will never be conflict when we stop 
to think that in the 2,000 years of 
Christian civilization and that 4,000 
\ears of pagan civilization, we have 
only lately come to a cvilized state 
of warfare and even that does not 
a*>plv to all nations 


"But America 1 can sav without un- 


seoming boasting hns come nearer 
to it than any other nation 


"And I pledge vou now that you 


will never be called to service under 
this administration for anv work that 
\ou cannot enter with all your hearts 
and souls as American citizens." 


President Harding told tho army 


officers tint tho principle of under- 
standing should govern the nation 
both in its domestic and its world 
affairs 
Scores Mine Conflict 


"We ought have no conflict like 


that which is now distressing us in 
West Virginia" be said ' That con 
dition is due, I believe, to a lack of 
understandine 
"There ought never to bo conflict 


between nations if thObC m author 
ity have understanding and I want 
vou to be the defenders of an adminis- 
tration that behoves in a fullness of 
understanding at home and a fullnes« 
of ui-u^rstinding among the peoples 
of the world " 


Opew.ng his brief address, President 


Harding explained that he must relv 
on technical skill such as is being 
acquired by officers studying at the

"The president is after all just the 


agency employed in focusing a judge 
ment and knowledge of those who 
must noross-vnly artuallv conduct the 
affairs of this government."

er northward, some 55,000 miners are 
employed, working under jomt agree- 
ments between the coal operators and 
the United Mine "Workers of America 
In this section peace and harmonv 
prevail between employers and em 
ployes, with precisely the same rela- 
tionship as exists between the mine 
operators of Ohio, Indiana or Illinois, 
and their employes who are members 
of the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 
ca in those states 


In all of this great area the Bald 


win Felts mine guard or professional 
gunman is unknown; no disorders oc 
cur and community life in the mining 
camps is peaceful 
Contrast this con- 


dition with the situation existing in 
unorganized territory south and east 
of the Kanawha nvcr m the counties 
of Logan, Mmgo, McDowell and Mer 
cer. In this section, some 40.000 min- 
ers arc employed, who dare not be 
come members of the United Mine 
Workers of Ameuca for fear of in- 
stant discharge by the operators. They 
live m unincorporated mining camps 
where their domiciles and the land 
upon which they are 
located 
are 


owned so^ly by the coal companies. 
In most instances there are no public 
roads leading to these communities 
and ingress and egress are- over land 
held by tho coal corporations 


Employ Gunmen 


To police this territory, prevent the 


miners from joining the union and 
hold them m complete sublection, the 
coal operators maintain what is prac 
tically a standing army 
of 
mine 


guards. These guards are furnished 
under contract by a detective agency. 


These guards are recruited from all 


classes and are equipped with nfles. 
revolvers or automatic pistols These 
professional gunmen, directed by the 
agency have dunng their years of 
employment inflicted an almost count 
less number of physical assaults and 
outrages upon individual mine work- 
ers.The political influence of the coal 
operators and the agency is sufficient 
to prevent the miners from securing 
justice in the county courts or in the 
councils of the state government. 


The United Mine Workers of Amer- 


ica had made public protest against 
these 
outrages, and even at times 


brought before the governors of West 
Virginia the maimed, bleeding and 
bandaged victims of the gunmen as 
evidence of their atrocities, and upon 
every occasion has been denied re- 
dress. 
Appeal to IT. S. 


The international officials have re- 


peatedly taken the matter up with 
government dopar^neixts at Wash- 
ington, extending back through sever- 
al administrations, and despite these 
efforts the mine guards of West Vir- 
ginia continue to nourish, imposing 
the will of these feudal coal barons 
without 
waxrant of law upon 
the 


Americans who are compelled to live 
m this environment aJid toil in the 
mines 
Under these 
circumstances 


can 
one marvel that patience has 


ceased to be a virtue a.nd that the 
mine workers are venting their pent 
up indignation and resentment by as- 
sembling in force to protest these out- 
rages 


The United Mine Workers of Amer- 


ica condones no violation of the law, 
but for those who have knowledge of 
conditions in southern West Virginia, 
it is easy to understand the psycho- 
logical 
process which the minds of 


these toilers have undergone while 
brooding over their wrongs 


Federal troops may restore order in 


West Virginia, but unless the prim- 
ary cause of this constantly recur- 
ring trouble is removed by the aboli- 
tion of the mine guard army and the 
recognition 
of 
the 
constitutional 


rights of the miners in this section 
the dove of peace will never make per- 
manent abode in this stricken terri- 
tory.

Army of Fifteen Americans Ex- 


pects to Reveal True Con- 


ditions Soon.

Washington. — The United States 


government is making it clear to the 
governments of 
Europe that 
the 


American relief administration which 
has undertaken to help Russia is a 
non-governmental institution and that 
it would be preferable if the whole re- 
lief project were strinped of any gov- 
ernmental aspect whatsoever. 


The supreme council recently voted 


to cooperate with the United States 
government on Russian 
relief 
be 


licving the American government had 
been negotiating with the soviet gov- 
ernment. This misunderstanding: arose 
because Secretary Hoover is a mem 
ber of President Harding's cabinet and 
is at the same time the head of the 
American relief 
administration 
Mr. 


Hoover entered the Harding cabinet 
with the understanding that he be 
permitted to carry on the relief work 
in Europe and Mr Harding consented 
to the arrangement. 


Proven* Gathering Political Data 
But even if there were no doubt 


about the absolute separation between 
tho Washington government and the 
American relief administration which 
is a consolidation of charitable organ 
izations, the European goveinments 
would probibly have proposed govern 
mentil relief. There are very substan- 
tial reasons why the United States 
government thinks the relief project 
should b" kept as far as possible out 
of the realm of government. In the 
first place, the chances of breeding 
misunderstanding in Russia by per- 
mitting an allied expedition of agents 
to ro\c around Russia under the pre- 
tense of btudvmg relief but with the 
object of getting data wherewith to 
handle the political situation are rec- 
ognized here 


Secondly, the soviet government haa 


been endeavoring for some fJ1^ to ei.' 
ter into diplomatc relations with other 
governments on one pretext or an 
other so as to give the impression in- 
side Russia that the soviet program is 
being 
recognized throughout 
the 


world 
Those who believe the soviet 


methods must be abandoned think the 
quickept way to insure the establish 
nient of a good government in Russia 
with which the rest of tho world can 
deal is to leave the situation to the 
Russians themselves to develop with- 
out outside interference. 


U. S- Government Stajrs Out 


When the relief project was first 


broached to America even the Rus 
sians had an idea that it would mean 
the resumption of relations with the 
American government. 
The depart- 


ment of state did take a hand in the 
proceedings to the. extent of advising 
the American 
relief 
administration 


that 
the Washington 
government 


wanted all American prisoners re- 
leased before relief work should begin 
and this wish WTIB respected. Now. 
however, tho American government 
takes no further part in the negotia- 
tion or the execution of relief plans 
All the American charitable orgamza 
tions Interested in Russian relief havn 
been united under the direction of 
General Haskell. 


It is the firm intention of the Ameri- 


can relief administration to cooperate 
with any allied effort but under no 
circumstances will American 
char 


ities be turned over to Europeans foj- 
admimstration. Each nation wanting 
to help Russia can do so on its own 
responsibility and will find America 
ready to coordinate so as to prevent 
overlapping. But th« men wbo have 
raised funds from tho American peo- 
ple have a responsibility to the donors 
which the American relief adminis- 
tration feels it cannot ignore. 


Motives am .Sincere 


America's purposes in Russian re- 


lief are 
wholly 
non-political 
The 


United States government understands 
that the American relief administra- 
tion is not interested in carrying on 
propaganda for or against sovigtism 
or with respect to any other political 
phase of the Russian situation There 
are those who tlunk the European 
habit of mixing international politics 
with relief projects wonld find expres- 
sion in the present instance and that 
a tie-up of the American machinery 
with that of the European govern- 
ments would mean a lose to the Amer- 
ican project in sentimental value and 
funds might not be as readily obtain 
able. 


While the European powers have 


just appointed a committee to go to 
Russia and study the situation, the 
American relief project is tinder way 
Fifteen men havo been sent into all 
parts of the country to report on thp 
true state of affairs. Estimates vary 
as to the number of persons in dis- 
tress all the way from ten to fifty mil- 
lion. Secretary Hoover is inclined to 
believe that the Russian problem has 
gone far beyond the reach of chanty 
It is said that nine million children 
are starving. The American relief ad- 
ministration hns undertaken to help 
one million, but if the number of peo- 
ple affected by the famine is fifty 
million none of the relief projects will 
bo adequate. 
The facts should be 


available within a fortnight.

There are 
a thousand fences across ir_ But the 
passing-of-the-cowboy theme has been 
a little overwritten. There is still a 
great deal of open range in the "West, 
and there are still thousands of men 
who can throw a. rope and hog-tie a 
steer &e well as ever it was done. The 
western cowman still knows how to 
drive cattle long distances and get 
them to the market in good condition, 
too. 
Unless freight rates drop there 


will probably be many long drives in 
the next few years.
